F* plosion la u Coal Wine. 
London, April 12.—A spark from an 
engine ignited th** gas in the ***»al pit 
near I’ont-y-Pridd, Wales, and caused 
Ute gas to explode. 
A large uumber of 
muter* were at work at the tim** and the 
explosion caused terrible havoc. The 
Axaet numls*r i f lives lost is not known. 
T he rescuers who went 
down 
were 
driven back without being able to bring 
up more than five of the dead. and the 
fate of the other miners is in doubt. 
'J'he most agonizing scenes ar** witnessed, 
and throngs of men, women and chil­ 
dren, relatives 
of 
those below, are 
crowded about the mouth of th** coal pit. 
The pit is worked in sections, one be­ 
ing a!»ove another. Th** fire resulting 
from the explosion broke out in the east­ 
ern section. 
From this section seventy 
men succeeded in reaching the 
surface 
through the main dip working. 1***1 by a 
miner who knew the roads. They had si 
terrible struggle 
to 
get out, forcing 
their way through 
tin* 
and 
smoke. 
Many of them were scorched, and all 
u cli* 
terrily 
exhausted 
when 
they 
emerged to safety. They brought no 
g*ssl news as to those who were left 
behind, but on the contrary expressed 
their dread that all thoxe in the mine 
had perished. 
Flam es and smoke gave to the 21X1 
men at work in the seam the first warn­ 
ing 
of 
approaching danger. All 
ran 
toward the landing. 
Many were over­ 
taken by the fire and smoke, fell and 
were left to their fate by their comrades 
in advance. Comparatively few of the 
men who were ia the seam at the time 
of the explosion reached the landing. 
At the cntranee of tile shaft a rescuing 
party wus formed by the pit surveyor. 
Tile jiart.v got as far as the landing at 
the seam where the fire started, but 
was driven back almost 
immediately 
by the dense 
smoke issuing 
from 
the 
seam. 
Th** surveyor took his men back 
to thp arf ace. A fter a lialf-hour'g regt 
they went down again and forced their 
way ten yards into tho workings. 
I hey 
found four dead ixsiies 
which 
they 
brought back with thorn. 
Another attem pt to enter the seam iu 
which tin* tire started has proved result- 
less. 
Although th** rescue party saw six 
dead bodies, they were 
prevented 
by 
smoke and heat from reaching them. 
W here the fir** had been extinguished 
they were also unable to make any prog­ 
ress, as they could not remain in the foul 
atmosphere. The number of men still in 
the min** eauuot be ascertained, although 
it is known to Is* above fifty. There is a 
little 1io[h* that some of them found ref­ 
uge at such a distance from the-burning 
sections that they are still alive.

Peculiar Social Order and Rlfhti of 
the Beav er Family. 
Among the beav ers it is undoubted 
that courts were held and judicial func­ 
tions exercised and the sentences car­ 
ried out with the most exact discip line. 
This is p rov ed by the fact that near to 
ev ery beav er settlement there exists a 
<‘lass of what are called “bachelor bea­ 
v ers." 
This is comp osed of two sec­ 
tions. old males wiio hav e lost their 
mates and were held to be no longer of 
true use to the community, and young­ 
er “bachelors’* who had been exp elled 
from the settlement for misconduct, 
idleness and laziness, more generally 
theft, and by a jury awarded a sen­ 
tence of p erp etual exclusion, a kind of 
p enal serv itude, which all the communi­ 
ty of leav ers were bound to join in 
order to see thoroughly carried out. 
These "Iwchelors’" liv e alone, uot iu 
warm boost's p rotected by dams, as in 
the community, but in holes in the 
ba*iks of the riv ers—p rison cells, in fact 
— where they just manage to liv e, and 
where they can. at a p inch, succeed iu 
storing sufficient winter food. 
Some­ 
times tfieir p riv ations must la1 great, 
but there is no escap e for them. 
If 
they endeav or to build a p rop er beav er 
louse—at all ev ents, within ken of any 
of their old associates—it is rei>ortcd 
and it becomes the bottnden duty of 
the members of the community to turn 
out and destroy what has lx*en done. 
Penal serv itude among the beav ers 
really existed, as it does among us. 
The lieav er thief is oomjKilod to work 
hard in isolation from his family, and 
yet cannot secure the most p rimary 
p ersonal comforts—cannot exercise him­ 
self in that craft of construction in 
which alone he can find true p leasure. 
He must atoue to society for his fault, 
just as our conv icted p risoners do. Any 
one who has seen the beav ers at the 
Zoological gardens ceaselessly comfort­ 
ing themselv es and p assing their time in 
constructing houses that they do not 
need, will realize what a p unishment a 
jury of leav ers mete out to one of 
their kind who is idle or lazy, or has 
lieen guilty of theft, or v iolated any of 
the « 'ssential law’s of the lieav er com­ 
munity, when they make him a "bach­ 
elor’’ beav er and will not let him er« *ct 
a house near to them.—Cassell’s.

Black ashes 
are em itted from the volcanoes; it is 
fir***! upw ard three to ten m iles high 
and distributed by the trade w inds 
over the country. It is a rich fertili­ 
zer. Besides h er picture's in colors, 
N ature docs sonic w ork in black and 
white. It is on the Pacific shore on the 
northw est of N icaragua. The beach is 
about 230 feet wide and is covered 
w ith the black volcanic ashes, fine as 
sand. The great w hite billows of the 
Pacific w ere rolling in, the intense light 
of tile m id-day sun show ed the con­ 
trast to Its utm ost lim it betw een the 
black volcanic ashes am i the w hite bil­ 
low’s. These volcanic ashes cover tho 
ocean bed far out. as I have been 
told by those who have taken sound­ 
ings along th e coast. This picture is 
tw enty miles long, extending to w ithin 
a few miles north of ('orinto.—Corre­ 
spondence Boston T ranscript. 


The Sm allest Gorerameut. 
M oresnet, w’hich lies betw een Bel­ 
gium and G erm any and has a popula­ 
tion of 2,000, Is the sm allest govern­ 
m ent in the world. T here is a senate 
of ten m em bers, who are appointed by 
the m ayor.

The Rem arkable W all Paper W hich 
ft Took Thirty Years to Collect. 
J. W. Palm er, a resident of London, 
has a room a t 281 S trand which is 
papered w ith 70,000 forged stam ps. 
The place looks like an intoxicated mo­ 
saic, and Mr. Palm er, who is probably 
the most widely known stam p collector 
In the world, recently told a w riter for 
the P all Mall Budget th a t lf the col­ 
lection was genuine it would lie w orth 
$3,000,000. 
The 
forgeries 
represent 
very known stam p, and w ere found in 
collections which Mr. P alm er purchased 
during his thirty-three years’ experi­ 
ence as a collector. 
To collect the 
0,000 forged stam ps took alm ost thirty 
years. To m ake wall paper out of them 
kept four pairs of hands busy for three 
m onths. They are pasted upon canvas, 
so th a t in order to rem ove the stam ps 
it will not lie necessary to rem ove the 
building. Paste, not gum, has been 
US'**!, as gum discolors stam ps. H aving 
been fastened to the canvas, the stam ps 
w ere treated to a coat of shellac and 
w ere then varnished. In the “Cham ber 
of Philatelieal H orrors,” as Mr. P alm er 
calls it, is a flat-topped desk. Instead 
o t leather the top is inlaid w ith postage 
stam ps. Those are genuine and they 
num ber 1.440. 
N ear the desk sta n d , a 
screen. 
It is about five feet high and 
six feet long. Both sides ar*- covered 
w ith stam ps. The most valuable am ong 
the forgeries is a Brattleboro, an A m er­ 
ican stam p of the face value of 5 cents. 
If it w ere genuine it would loc w orth 
$1,230. A genuine B rattleboro w as sold 
by Mr. Palm er for that am ount. 


T h e M a n u f a c tu r e o f G la n s K je s , 
In Thuringia, G erm any, there is a 
whole district which is dependent for 
Its support on the m anufacture of a rti­ 
ficial eyes, husbands, wives and chil­ 
dren all w orking together at this m eans 
of livelihood.

The coloring of the 
eyes is eff**cted by m eans of tracing 
w ith fine needles, the tints b in g left 
taste of the individual worker, 
the scope of their taste Is nec­ 
essarily lim ited to grays and blues and 
brow ns and blacks, which colors are 
assorted together before b-ing e v e n ts 
ally dispatched to their various destf 
n a tio n s—London Hospital.

H ow m any tim es can a spider rebuild 
Its nest? This question seem s to have 
I xvii answ ered w ith reference to at 
least one species of spider, the trap ­ 
door builder. These spiders tire very 
plentiful in California. They construct 
their nests, consisting of a smooth til bo 
lined with silk of their ow n m anufac­ 
ture. in the ground in situations pro­ 
tected fr**iu the washing **ff**ots of rain. 
Then they cover th** n**sts w ith a woven 
trap door, supplied w ith a hinge. 
The upper surface of the door is 
m ade to resem ble the surface of the 
ground. If any insect disturbs the door 
the ow ner instantly opens it, and if the 
disturber is not too large and strong, 
the spider s**iz**s it and drags it into 
the 
den. 
If, 
on 
the 
contrary, the 
stranger is a form idable enem y, the 
spider claps the door to. and holds it 
dow n w ith all its strength. 
The result of m any experim ents, as 
report***1 by Mr. D. Cleveland of San 
Diego, shows th a t if the tra p d o o r is 
destroyed the spider can reconstruct it 
just five tim es and no m ore; but each 
tim e there is evidence of a greater 
economy in the use of silk, and al­ 
though the spider will attem p t the re­ 
new al a sixth tim e, it invariably fails 
because its silk lins been exhausted. 
It would appear, how ever, th at afte r 
the lapse of a considerable period of 
tim e the spider acquires a fresh supply 
of the fluid from which it spins its web. 
Then it is able to resum e tile construc­ 
tion of silk-lined dens am i trap doors. 


C ave-D w eller* of H rl(l»h C olum bia. 
T here is a curious tribe In British Co­ 
lum bia know n as the Snuswap Indians. 
These Indians have given their nam e 
to one of the m ost beautiful lakes in 
the world, 
The trains of the N orthern 
Pacific travel along its shores, aud as 
the engine follows the w inding hanks 
its head is turned to every point of the 
compass. 
Dr. George M. Dawson, of 
the geological survey of Canada, has 
recently w ritten a paper on these In­ 
dians. 
H e says their w inter dwellings 
are partly subterranean, and th at in 
p arts of their country there are hollow's 
m arking the form er .position of houses 
whose underground isirtions m ust in 
som e instances have beeu twenty-five 
feet 
in 
diam eter. 
Excavations are 
m ade on sheltered hillsides, which are 
covered w ith wooden fram ew ork and 
brush, and upon these a covering of 
earth is spread.—New York Sun.

Gymnastics is obligatory, It 
is true, on some days and at certain 
hours; but a witness of the lesson will 
lx* struek with observing that hardly 
four or five pupils out of thirty execute 
their exereioses conscientiously. 
The 
others present themselves in their turn, 
but lianlly outline the movement. The 
professor incites them, urges them; 
and they go back to their places after 
having made an imitation of an effort. 
In the English colleges no regulation 
makt*s 
exercises 
obligatory, 
and 
every one is free to dispense with it 
or to engage in it a t will. 
But all give 
themselves up to it with incredible a r­ 
dor. 
W eak and strong, young pupils 
or students tw enty years old, all show 
an equal passion for those plays in the 
open air, now neglected in France, for 
which gymnastics has been so unfor­ 
tunately substituted.—Popular Science 
Monthly. 


T h e V o lc a n o e s o f C e n tr a l A m e r ic a . 
Of the ninety active volcanoes in Cen­ 
tral America, I have seen thirty-five 
and never saw any signs of lava; on 
the contrary, pumice-stone is imported 
with painters’ supplies. 
Black aslies 
are em itted from the volcanoes; it is 
fired upw ard three to ten miles high 
and distributed by the trade winds 
over the country. It is a rich fertili­ 
zer. Besides her pictures in colors, 
N ature does some work in black and 
white. It is on the Pacific shore on the 
northw est of Nicaragua. The beach is 
about 250 feet wide and is covered 
with the black volcanic ashes, fine as 
sand. The great white billows of the 
Pacific were rolling in, the intense light 
of the mid-day sun showed the con­ 
trast to its utm ost limit between the 
black volcanic ashes and the white bil­ 
lows. These volcanic ashes cover the 
ocean IxhI far out, as I have been 
told by those who have taken sound­ 
ings along the coast. This picture is 
tw enty miles long, extending to w ithin 
a few miles north of Gorin to.—Corre­ 
spondence Boston Transcript. 


T h e S m a lle s t G o v e r n m e n t. 
Moresnet, which lies between Bel­ 
gium and Germany and has a popula­ 
tion of 2,000, is the smallest govern­ 
m ent in the world. There is a senate 
of ten members, who are appointed by 
the mayor. H e is appointed by two 
delegates, one from Germany and one 
from Belgium. The territory was made 
independent in 1815 to settle a dispute. 
Germany and Belgium both w anted it 
on account of its tin mines, but neither 
of them got it. The territory contains

I t T o o k T h i r t y Y«v»r» to C o lle c t. 
J. W. Fulmer, a resident of London, 
has a room at 281 Strand which is 
papered with 70,(Xto forgtsl stamps. 
Tlie place looks like an intoxicated mo­ 
saic, and Mr. Palm er, who is probably 
the most widely known stam p collector 
In the world, recently told a w riter for 
the Pall Mall Budget that if the col­ 
lection was genuine it would be worth 
$5,000,000. 
The 
forgeries 
represent 
every known stamp, and were found in 
collections which Mr. Palm er purchased 
during his thirty-three years’ experi­ 
ence as a collector. 
To collect the 
70,(XX) forged stam ps took almost thirty 
years. To make w*all paper out of them 
kept four pairs of hands busy for three 
months. They are pasted upon canvas, 
so that in order to remove the stam ps 
It will not lie necessary to remove the 
building. Paste, not gum, has been 
used, as gum discolors stamps. Having 
lw*en fastened to the canvas, the stam ps 
w ere treated to a coat of shellac and 
were then varnished. In the “Chamber 
of Phllatellcal H orrors,” as Mr. Palm er 
calls it, la a fiat-topped desk. Instead 
of leather the top is inlaid with postage 
stamps. Thf*se are genuine and th«*y 
num ber 1,440. Near the desk stand* a 
screen. It is about five f**et high and 
six feet long. Both sides are covered 
with stamps. Th»* most valuable among 
the forgeries is a Brattleboro, an Amer­ 
ican stam p of the face value of 5 cents. 
If it were genuine it would be worth 
$1,250. A genuine Brattleboro was sold 
by Mr. Palm er for that amount.

T h e T r a p - D o o r S p id e r . 
How many times can a spider rebuild 
its nest? This question seems to have 
been answered with reference to at 
least one species of spider, the trap­ 
door builder. These spiders are very 
plentiful in California. They construct 
their nests, consisting of a smooth tube 
lined with silk of their own manufac­ 
ture. in the ground in situations pro­ 
tect ed from the washing effects of rain. 
Then they cover the nests with a woven 
trap door, supplied with a hinge. 
The upper surface of the door is 
made to resemble the surface of the 
ground. If any insect disturbs the door 
the owner Instantly opens it, and if the 
disturber is not too large and strong, 
the spider seizes it and drags it into 
the den. 
If. 
on 
the contrary, the 
stranger is a formidable enemy, the 
spider claps the door to. and holds it 
down with all its strength. 
The result of many experiments, as 
reported by Mr. D. Cleveland of San 
Diego, shows that if the trapdoor is 
destroyed the spider can reconstruct it 
just five times and no more; but each 
time there is evidence of a greater 
economy in the use of silk, and al­ 
though the spider will attem pt the re­ 
newal a sixth time, it invariably fails 
because its silk has been exhausted. 
It would appear, however, that after 
the lapse of a considerable period of 
time the spider acquires a fresh supply 
of the fluid from which it spins its web. 
Th(4i it is able to resume the construc­ 
tion of silk-lined dens and trap doors. 


C a v e -D w e lle r* * o f llr ltlx li C o lu m b ia . 
There is a curious tribe in British Co­ 
lumbia known as the Snuswap Indians. 
These Indians have given their name 
to ont* of the most beautiful lakes in 
the world, The trains of the Northern 
Pacific travel along its shores, and as 
tin* engine follows the winding hanks 
its head Is turned to every point of the 
compass. 
Dr. George M. Dawson, of 
the geological survey of Canada, has 
recently w ritten a paper on these In­ 
dians. 
He says their w inter dwellings 
are partly subterranean, and that in 
parts of their country there are hollows 
marking the form er .position of houses 
whose underground portions must in 
some instances have been twenty-five 
feet 
in 
diam eter. 
Excavations are 
made on sheltered hillsides, which are 
covered with wooden fram ework and 
brush, and upon these a covering of 
earth is spread.—New York Sun.

T h e M a n u f a c tu r e o f G |hmn E > e*. 
In Thuringia, Germany, there is a 
whole district which is dependent for 
its support on the m anufacture of arti­ 
ficial eyes, husbands, wives and chil­ 
dren all working together at this means 
of livelihood. And yet though these 
simple Germ an people turn out their 
produce by the dozen, no two eyes are 
ever the same. No artificial eye has its 
exact follow either in color or in size 
in the whole world. This method of 
the m anufacture is not a very compli­ 
cated art. They are firstly glass plates, 
which are blown bv gas 
gets, then 
molded by luind into the form of an 
oval shap«*<l cup. The coloring of the 
eyes is effected by means of tracing 
with fine needles, the tints being left 
to the taste of the individual worker, 
though the scope of their taste is nec­ 
essarily limited to grays and blues and 
browns and blacks, which colors are 
assorted together before being eventu­ 
ally dispatched to their various deatt- 
nations.—London Hospital,
